At the open in g it was 
emphasized that American co-opera­ 
tion was n ecessary for pu ttin g tu e 
Dawes plan in to effect to set Ger­ 
man y on her feet an d stabilize the 
Eu ropean econ omic situ ation . 
In the 18 mon ths that hav e elapsed 
sin ce the last 
fatefu l 
con clav e at 
Paris in Jan u ary , 1923, the Fren ch 
an d Belgian s in v ad ed the Ru hr an d 
German y ceased pay men ts. 
More re­ 
cen tly Eu rope took heart ov er the ex­ 
perts' report as a basis of settlemen t, 
an d 
it was 
to con sid er way s 
an d 
mean s of giv in g effect to this report 
that the presen t con feren ce 
assem­ 
bled .

plan effectiv e wou ld be the first n ota­ 
ble step toward Eu ropean stabiliza­ 
tion .

cessed . 
Great Britain an d Can ad a hav e in ­

assistan ce, 
which prov id es for the grad u al red u c­ 
tion of world armamen ts. 
Althou gh 
the texts of the opin ion s are n ot y et 
av ailable, it is u n d erstood that Great 
Britain , in the cou rse of a len gthy 
d ocu men t, after ad v ersely criticizin g 
v ariou s featu res of the pact, su ggests 
an in tern ation al con feren ce for the 
d iscu ssion * of the qu estion of the es­ 
tablishmen t of d emilitarized zon es as 
the best mean s for attain in g the goal 
of d isarmamen t.

Darrow said : 
“Nathan Leopo.a an d Richard Loeb 
are u n balan ced men tally an d d o n ot 
liv e, thin k or act in the way that ra­ 
tion al bein gs, as the med ical world 
kn ows them, d o in ev ery d ay life. Leo­ 
pold , a few mon ths old er, more preco­ 
ciou s, an d less affected 
by hu man 
emotion s than y ou n g Loeb, is the bet­ 
ter example of a d eran ged min d . 
He 
liv es in an en tirely d ifferen t world 
than that in which y ou au d I exist.

Ro me Also K n ew Strik es 
Officials of the American Federation 
of Lab or, amov.g whom are some stu ­ 
dents of the classics, have discovered 
that ancient Rome was no more Im­ 
mu ne to strikes than modern New 
York or Chicago.

strike of mu sicians in Rome. 
The strikers, who belonged to the 
gu ild of musicians (tlbieines) refused 
to work because the banquet which 
whs traditionally accorded them every 
y ear at the ex pense of the stnte was 
omitted in 311 B. C. 
The mu sicians all left Rome and 
went to Tib u r to await overtu res from 
the state. 
The situ ation created b y 
the walkou t was very emb arrassing t<> 
the au thorities, for the sacrifices cou ld 
not b e carried ou t withou t mu sic. The 
men were finally lu red b ack b y strat­ 
egy. 
They, were served freely with 
wine and taken to Rome “dead to the 
world.” 
The men won their strike, 
however, for the au thorities decided 
that a privilege so long accorded had 
b ecome a right and the b anqu et was 
restored.

Perhaps the oddest mine in America 
is operated in a shooting park on the 
outsk irts of one of our large cities. 
Millions of leaden pellets that have 
been discharged from guns in this park 
during the lust 20 y ears are being re­ 
covered. 
For a dozen y ears or more 
nine or ten gun clubs have used the 
park and It is estimated that during 
that time the contents of four or five 
million shells have been discharged at 
clay pigeons In the inclos^re 
The 
guns are gauged to carry a tlfd 250 
y ards to the shore line of the r j^ r , on 
the bank s of which the mining ma­ 
chinery has been set up. 
The soil on the bank s of this river 
is literally filled with the bullets that j 
have fallen here during the last 20 
vears. 
Several tons of lead are said 
ro have settled In the soft earth on the 
river bank . 
Allowing for a shrink age 
of 25 per cent, it Is believed that there

load which may be recovered. Pig lead 
can be sold at a price per ton which 
will y ield a handsome profit.

TEN NATIONS REPRESENTED 


Necessity For Am erican Co-operation 
For Puutting the Daw es Plan Into 
Effect Stressed at the Opening Ses­ 
sion — Great 
Britain 
Rejects 
League’s Plan For Gradual Reduc­ 
tion of Armament. 


London, July 17.—Diplomats repre­ 
senting IO nations are attending the 
tnter-allied conference here. 
The conference is being held in the 
office of the British premier, Ramsey 
MacDonald. 
At the opening it was 
emphasized that American co-opera­ 
tion was necessary for putting the 
Dawes plan into effect to set Ger­ 
many on her feet and stabilize the 
European economic situation. 
In the 18 months that have elapsed 
since the last 
fateful 
conclave at 
Paris in January, 1923, the French 
and Belgians invaded the Buhr and 
Germany ceased payments. 
More re­ 
cently Europe took heart over the ex­ 
perts’ report as a basis of settlement, 
and 
it was 
to consider ways and 
means of giving effect to til is report 
that the present conference assem­ 
bled. 
Premier 
MacDonald 
welcomed 
American Ambassador 
Kellogg 
and 
Colonel James A. Logan, Jr.; Premier 
Herriot of France, accompanied by 
General Nolle It; Ministers Destefani 
and Bonav a of Italy, Premier The un is 
and Ministers Hyman 
of 
Belgium, 
Viscount 
lshii 
and 
M. Hayashi of 
Japan, besides officials of dignitaries 
from 
Portugal, Jugo-Slavia, Greece 
and Rumania and scores of experts 
and secretaries. 
The British premier in his opening 
remarks made especial reference to 
the presence of the two Americans, 
who, although not full delegates, in­ 
dicated by their presence, he said, the 
good will of the United States and its 
cooperation in tile effort to give ef­ 
fectiveness to the Dawes plan. 
Ambassador Kellogg 
in 
reply de­ 
clared the Americans were present in 
the same spirit of co-operation and 
helpfulness as the allied 
delegates, 
the American government and people 
believing that to make the Dawes 
plan effective would be the first nota­ 
ble step toward European stabiliza­ 
tion. 
After Premier MacDonald had been 
chosen chairman of the conference 
and committees 
appointed to work 
out the agenda the conference re­ 
cessed. 
Great Britain and Canada have in­ 
formed the league of 
nations that 
they have followed the action of the 
United 
States 
in 
rejecting 
the 
league’s pact of mutual 
assistance, 
which provides for the gradual reduc­ 
tion of world armaments. 
Although 
the texts of the opinions are not yet 
available, it is understood that Great 
Britain, in the course of a lengthy 
document, after adversely criticizing 
various features of tho pact, suggests 
an international conference for tho

agricultural sections, with the object 
of holding territory Senator La Fol­ 
lette would expect to capture. 
Gov­ 
ernor Al Smith wul be looked to for 
active support of the ticket. 
He is 
expected to make a tour of New York 
and other eastern states. 
In the far 
western and southwestern states Wil­ 
liam G. McAdoo will be counted on 
for speeches to aid the ticket. 
Democratic leaders say Davis inuit 
make a strenuous effort to win N ew 
York and N ew Jersey. 
Apart from 
his own prestige in this section, Davis 
would be greatly aided by Al Smith. 
Already the urge has begun on Smith 
to have him run again for governor 
of New York. 
There is little doubt 
he would be able to win, leaders say. 
and, in winning, Democrats believe 
lie could carry tho national 
ticket 
overwhelmingly. 
Davis 
will 
make 
speeches 
from 
coast to coast, but the bulk of the 
western and far western burden of 
vote seeking he expects to leave to 
Bryan, McAdoo and other sectional 
lieutenants iii the Democratic army.

row, chief counsel, outlined the case 
of the defense in the trial of Nathan 
Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb, con­ 
fessed slayers of 14-year-old Robert 
Franks, which will begin Aug. 4. 
Darrow holds the youths are not guil­ 
ty of murder as legal circles look 
upon it. 
He sketched the defense aa 
it has been built up by more than a 
dozen physicians who have examined 
Leopold and Loeb in the death cell 
of the county jail. 
Darrow said: 
"Nathan Leopo.a and Richard Loeb 
are unbalance** mentally and do not 
live, think or act iii the way that ra­ 
tional beings, as the medical world 
knows them, do in everyday life. Leo­ 
pold, a few months older, more preco­ 
cious, and less ..ifecied 
by human 
emotions than young Loeb, is the bet­ 
ter example of a deranged mind. 
He 
lives in an entirely different world 
than that in which you and I exist. 
•In his mind he has built a wall 
which shuts him from the conven­ 
tionalities of 
the present day 
and 
makes him the super-man. 
Ile does 
not believe in the laws that rule us. 
lf the jury which tries these boys 
sends them to the gallows they will 
be hanging two boys who are insane 
and will be doing an act against the 
common law of every nation. 
The 
lawyers and ihe doctors who have ex­ 
amined Leopold and Loeb, and even 
their parents, are convinced that it 
would not be sate to let them go free 
on the streets or iii society at large. 
We will not, there*orc. attempt to 
have them go free, but we will make 
every effort to forestall their hang- 
iiig. 
They should be committed to 
an insane asylum

Cavally is to hear any and all mo­ 
tions iii the case, Darrow is prepared 
to demand that the defendants be 
given a sanity hearing rather than a 
criminal trial, 
lf this fails, the de­ 
fense will argue for a postponement 
from Aug. 4.

The Servant’s Forerunner (vv. 


2-8). 
1. 
Who He Was (vv. 2-3). Ile wns } 
John the Baptist His mission wns to 
prepare the way for God’s Servant. 
He was prophesied concerning more 
than five hundred years before he 
came. 
(Isa. 40:3). 
2. 
His Message (w . 3-8). 
(1) “Prepare the Way of the Lord” 
(v. 3). 
This means to remove from 
your hearts everything which hinders 
the incoming of the Lord, to break 
down the high places of pride and to 
straighten out the crooked places, not 
only to confess your sins, hut to cive 
Substantial evidence of repentance. 
(2) 
“Baptism of Repentance for 
tfle Remission of Sins” (v. 4). 
In 
preparation for the coming of Christ 
the people were to repent and those 
who repented were to be .baptized. 
Baptism was administered to those 
who repented as an expression of the 
penitence which led to the forgiveness 
of sin.

superior dignity was not only in His 
person hut in the work He was to 
perform. 
John baptized with water, 
hut Jesus was to be the baptizer with 
the Holy Ghost.

His Success (v. 5). People from 
all over Judea and from Jerusalem 
went out and were baptized. John’s 
dress and demeanor were in keeping 
with his stern mission. 
His food and 
dress indicated that he had withdrawn 
from the world as a protest against j 
Its follies and sins. 
IIL 
Th# Baptism of the Servant 
(vv. 9-11). 
While the forerunner was discharg­ 
ing his office Jesus emerged from his 
seclusion at Nazareth and demanded 
baptism at John’s hands. 
I. 
Its Significance. 
Negatively. 
It was not because Ile 
had sinniMl for He was absolutely sin­ 
less, 
harmless, 
undefiled, 
separate 
from sinners. This separation wits so 
complete thut even the Devil could 
find no occasion against Him* (John 
14:30). 
Positively, 
Its significance is found 
In harmony with the purpose of in ­ 
coming Into the world, which was to 
secure for His people salvation through 
death and resurrection. This act was 
His official entrance upon His Work. It 
was an act of consecration on his 
port to the work of saving Ills peo­ 
ple through sacrifice. 
While baptism

in Old Shooting Park 
Perhaps the oddest mine in America 
Is operated In a shooting park on the 
outskirts of one of our large cities. 
Millions of leaden pellets that have 
been discharged from guns in this park 
during the lust 20 years are being re­ 
covered. 
For a dozen years or more 
nine or ten gun clubs have used the 
park and it is estimated that during 
that time the contents of four or five 
million shells have been discharged at

Pig lead 
can be sold at a price per ton which 
will yield a handsome profit. 
The lead is taken from the soil by 
the process of placer mining.

line engine, a pumphouse, force pump 
:ind wooden troughs into which the 
bullet-incrusted earth is thrown.

lead is separated from the soil by 
means of running water.
